Boyd  and  Les  Davidson  still  fit,  both  quietly  spoken, 
in  conservative  suits.

My  father  went  to  the  races 
every  Saturday  for  60  years,  he  took  me 
and  I  loved  it.” 

3.  What  are  the  best  talents  you’ve 
seen  on  the  track? 

“Wouldn't  you  love  a  horse  like  Might 
and  Power?  But  then,  I’ve  got  a  soft  spot 
for  Super  Impose  who  won  the  Cox  Plate 
and  the  Epsom  and  Doncaster  twice. 
The  best  jockey?  George  Moore.  These 
days  jockeys  have  all  the  aids.  George 
could  just  climb  aboard  and  ride  the  ears 
off  anything.” 

4.  What  was  your  most  unlikely  bet? 

“At  Gosford.  I  ran  in  late  and  threw  $10 
on  a  horse  whose  name  1  thought  1 
recognised,  but  it  was  the  wrong  horse. 
Next  thing,  this  roughie  bolted  in  paying 
$88.0,  Everyone  thought  1  was  a  genius." 

5.  You’ve  always  owned  horses? 

“Always.  Luckily,  I  shared  Luck’s  a 
Lottery  with  two  tattersalls  member 
partners  -  but  unluckily,  my  share  was  in 
my  wife  Sally’s  name.  If  it  had  been  in 
mine,  we  would  have  shared  the 
tattersalls  owner  of  the  year  trophy  as 
the  other  two  owners  did.” 

6.  What  are  some  of  the  major  changes 
you  see  in  racing? 

“Women  being  admitted  to  the  AJC  is  a 
positive.  When  I  stood  for  the  Committee 
this  year,  I  had  an  enormous  reaction  from 
lady  members  asking  what  my  policy 
would  be  -  the  fact  that  Sally  and  my  two 
daughters  are  members,  meant  that !  was 
lobbied  at  home  as  well.  A  negative  is  the 
demise  of  the  bookie,  you  can't  have  an 
emotional  relationship  with  the  Tote.” 

7.  Your  favourite  track? 

in  Sydney,  Randwick.  In  the  country  I 
enjoy  race  days  at  Broken  Hill.  People 
don’t  realise  that  I  spent  much  of  my 
early  life  there.  Tracey  Moffat,  an 
aboriginal  photographer  whose  career  I 
have  supported,  lives  in  New  York  now  - 
she’s  probably  Australia’s  best  known 


international  artist  -  anyway,  she  likes  to 
be  mysterious  and  after  she  disappeared 
into  the  Outback  for  four  months,  showed 
me  her  photographs  when  she  emerged. 
I  said:  ‘That's  Broken  Hill.”  Tracey  said 
“S...,  how  do  you  know?" 


8.  Art  is  your  other  passion? 

“I  can’t  stop.  I  collect  modern  Australian 
and  aboriginal  artists  like  Rover  Thomas 
and  the  late  Emily  Kngwarrere.  My  art 
collection  overflows  the  house  and  spills 
into  the  garden,  much  of  it  is  on  loan  to 
galleries  and  institutions  -  some  at  Tatt’s. 
Recently,  I’ve  been  commissioning  works, 
sculpture,  glass  ...” 


9.  You’ve  served  many  organisations? 

“The  most  successful  things  I’ve  done  is 
to  take  over  service  companies  and  put 
them  right.  You  can’t  go  wrong  if  you 
deliver  a  product  efficiently  at  a  low  price. 
I’ve  also  been  on  the  boards  of  many 
non-business  organisations.  I’m  Deputy 
Chairman  of  the  Museum  of  Contemporary 
Art  -  a  wonderful  concept,  but  underfunded. 
I  was  head  of  the  Capital  Appeal  fund 
when  we  raised  five  million  dollars.” 


10.  Is  there  a  cross-over  between  art 
and  business? 

“A  friend  accepted  a  painting  as  part 
payment  on  a  property.  Months  later,  he 
asked  me  what  it  was.  I  said  “It’s  a  very 
good  Lloyd  Rees.”  He  said  “My  God,  it’s 
been  rattling  around  in  the  car  boot  for 
two  months!” 

You  never  know  where  things  are  going 
to  lead,  I  was  looking  for  storage  for  my 
collection  and  couldn’t  find  anywhere,  so 
l  started  an  art  storage  business  as  a  bit 
of  a  hobby.  But  it  grew  like  wildfire  with 
customers  like  a  major  bank  and 
significant  collectors  and  turned  into  a 
very  good  investment.” 


11.  Would  you  change  anything  in 
your  life? 

“It  would  have  been  much  easier  to  be 
born  rich.” 


12.  What  is  your  definition  of  being  rich? 

“When  you  can  afford  to  use  a  new  razor 
blade  every  day!”
